Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Possible amendments that may make the claims allowable over the 
prior art of record were discussed. These included defining support portions at an obtuse/acute angle with respect to 
either the pedicle screws and/or vertical support portions (preferably independently of the intended use with the spine) 
In addition, defining the support members as being parallel and non-coplanar and the compression body as being 
removable would appear to overcome Ritland.
